Sin,—-[f hear from Jerusalem that Sir Moses Montefiore has caused to be 
planted 339 trees on the land situate opposite to the houses known under the 
English name of Judah Touro’s Almshouses. These trees comprise 75 vines, 45 
pomegranates, 56 olives, 24 apple, 4 plum, 25 mulberry, 15 acacias, 17 tamarinds, 
18 quince, &c.

The master was assisted by an assistant 
master and monitor. The master carried on his instruction in English. The boys 


read very fairly from the English Reading Book Excelsior. A few could parse, and. 


most spell correctly. They write very fairly, and in arithmetic they excelled, 

“The boys were from 4 to 15 years old. ‘lhey were neat and well clothed, as 
well as intelligent. Some of the boys seemed to belong to a class that could hardly 
be called poor. They work on ‘Time Table’ system, and keep a register of 
attendance.”

Mr. Lionet L. CoHEN said that about eleven years ago he met an andience on 
an occasion as auspicious as he believed that meeting would be, and the meeting was 
unanimous in favour of the views he then advocated. He claimed their kind atten- 
tion as one of the framers of the United Synagogues’ Act who was still able to 
address them. The proposed alterations were not the spontaneous act of the Council 
put the gradual and reasonable outcome of Public Opinion.

Montagu had not detected that sham, then, indeed, no words could be too strong to 
describe the delusion of the presumed reality of the election. He remembered that 


the atalking-horse of the ‘poor man” was started when the union of the synagogues | 


was proposed. It was then maintained that it was a shame for the poor man of the 
Great Synagogue to. share in the participation of trust funds of that synagogue with 
the poor man of the New Synagogue. That was s0 miserable an argument that it 
was not even put to the test. He emphatically declared that the argument about 
the poor “ privileged member” raised at that meeting was on a par with that 
raised on the formation of the union. The argument about the preservation « of 
artificial barriers being a fence to the Jewish religion, was giving the lie to Jewish 
history. The true way to foster the Jewish religion, to protect it, to strengthen it, 
was not to maintain artificial barriers, to treat their religion as an exotic, but to 
boldly go even to the lowest ranks in the community, and to say to them, - help us 
to intelligently manage our institutions, to maintain them in Increasing efliciency, 
to strengthen them with your assistance, to preserve their healthy vitality by your 
active interest in them.” (Applause.) He earnestly appealed to the meeting to adopt

shield against degradation and ill-usage. The mere rumour that the 
}iuropean Consuls are likely to withdraw their protection, has had a sinister 
effect. Formerly these officials granted to persons of respectability fearing 
ill-treatment, a document called Chamia, which was a kind of safeguard 
especially useful in the interior where the Consuls do not reside, Now this 
advantage will cease, and Jews may be freely assaulted and beaten by a 
Mahomcdan. False witnesses may be produced who will swear that the Jew 
was the aggressor, and the unhappy Israelite may be dragged to a dungeon, 
and condemned to be severely flogged, tortured and finally fined. At 
any time after the withdrawal of protection, the Jews will be exposed to a 
wholesale massacre, and so afraid are they of such consequences that many

century. I knew him slightly in 1866, when I wasa student at Berlin. At that 
time he was not a young man; but he was a clear and impressive preacher,’ 


‘ somewhat deficient in oratorical power, but possessing what is indeed of more 


value—earnestness and belief. I was present at his inaugural address delivered 
in the Orthodox Synagogue in Berlin on June 23rd, 1866 ; and as the enclosed 
notice of his sermon, which I forwarded {o your columns at the time, may now 
have some interest for those who knew and respected him, [ send it to you for 
reprint.

The following passage from Mr. Magnus’s letter, is extracted from the Jewish 
Chronicle of June 2), 1866: 


It may be interesting to some of your readers to learn that Dr. Aub, the newly 


elected Rabbi of Berlin, met his congregation yesterday for the first time, and de- ° 


livered his introductory sermon in the old synagogue. He is expected to take up 
his residence permanently in Berlin in September next, when the new temple, which 
has been now completed some months, will he regularly opened for divine service. 
So long a time has elapsed since a sermon has been delivered in the. orthodox syna- 
gogue, that an unusually large attendance was expected, and orders were given that 
those who had not special cards should not be admitted till ten o'clock, when the 
sermon would commence. This order was, however, countermanded about nine 


o'clock, and those who were pressing at the doors were allowed to enter. The syna-_ 


gogue was soon crowded, and the deafening hum of many hundred whispers was for 
the first time silenced when the prayer for the royal household was read in the 
German language, followed by one, likewise inthe vernacular, in which the Almighty 
was supplicated to crown the Prussian arms with victory, and to bring to a speedy 
and successful termination the present struggle. Such a prayer could not fail to 
arouse a feeling of deep sadness in the hearts of all present ; for they knew that 
brothers were armed against brothers, children of the same country fighting against 
one another—the helpless servants of aspiring dynasties—and that the newly elected 
preacher was the native of a land hostile to that in which his future ministerial 
functions were to be performed. Dr. Aub ascended the rostrum in front of the ark 
at ten o'clock, and offered up to heaven a few prayerful words in which he besought 
God's blessing and assistance. He said that it was not without some anxiety that

A JEWISH AGRICULTURAL SETTLEMENT IN THE HOLY Layp 


Some days ago I paid a visit to Hebron, in company with two of our 
ght hours, we at 


the founders of our race and our faith. I was, of course, prepared to be refused 


even the Prince of Wales, ‘ 


the climbing over broken walls and dirty roofs to get a sight of the bare wallg 
for peeping into, dark holes, where absolutely nothing was to be perceived, or for 


the independence of our kindred, the sons of Ishmael, to one of whom I had to 
administer a souod lesson at the very entrance of the holy place. The cause of 


the rascal who had coolly introduced his hands into my pockets was, however — 
taken up by the rising generation. For when we, under the guidance of the 


venerable grey-beard who was our guide, ascended a neighbouring mound to have 


a view of the town, the amiable sons of the true believers, assembled on adjacent — 
roofs, expressed their sympathy by several volleys of stones. As we, happily, — 
were out of their reach, this untimely exercise of the young shepherds had no 


influence, I think, upon our temper, yet l-own I felt very much disgusted and q 


little humiliated when we retired to the roof of Abulabass, who, in spite of big 
surname, “ father of onions,” indicating if not poverty, yet extreme ecouomy, 
received us with true liberality. And this is the more to be acknowledged as - 
the Jews of Hebron, in imitation of the noble example set by our father 
Abraham, do not accept payment for board and lodging from their travelling 
brethren. It gave us some slight consolation to consider how we would arrange 
matters when we had come into possession of our ancient inheritance. Such 
flights of the imagination, however, as they tend rather to weaken the sinows 
of action, must die with the hour that produce them. I, therefore, prefer invit- 
ing your readers to the first Jewish settlement in this country. 

The first Jewish settlement! One cannot state the fact without a certain 
emotion that, after sixty generations of men have risen and been laid low, 
now for the first time some simple-minded [sraelites have begun to work the 
sacred soil. They have taken up their task silently and earnestly, withont the 
usual high-soundivg phrases of civilization or regeneration, aud a proposition to 
enlist the sympathy of Europe by such high flowing and disgusting cant would 


| have been mot only with contempt ; for they are not acting a part, but simply | 


resolved to lay down their life in a holy cause. Such, at least, is my judgment 
of those colonixts I am acquainted with. Some years’ago, while I was residing at 
Jaffa,a middle aged gentleman was introduced to me who, presenting himeelf 
as Mr. David Gutmann, asked my advice as to the eligibility of 1 certain piece 
of land for making a Jewish settlement. Being oot sure of the matter myself, 
[ called in an old Arab born in. the neighbourhood, who was then in my service 
and who had been a proprietor himself. ‘ Well, Abou-Ali,” said I, “what dost 
thou think of cultivating the country of Lebes?” Instead of any reply, the 
man, lifting his head, approached his outstretched hand horizentally to his 
throat, describing a temi-circle. “ You see, Sir,” continued J, turning to my 
interlocutor, ‘ what Abou-Ali thinks of that territory, and, indeed, according to 
my own information, the place must be very un«holesome.” | Mr, Giutmann left 
me, and some days afterwards [ heard that he had purchased the place in

Gutmann I did not hesitate to ask him how he could endanger his own life and 
that of his followers in such a fever-stricken locality, while notoriously good
